An Aci to Alter and Amend the
School Liitw of South «ut ol inn.

SKOTION 1. De it enacted by tho Sonate
rind IIouso of Representatives of tho Stato
of South Carolina, now mot ond sitting in
General Assembly, and by thc authority oí
tho same, That tho Stato Su'porintoodcnt ol
Education ond four persons to bo appointed
by tho Governor, by and with tho nd vi co
and consent of tho Senate, who shall hold
ofllco for fbür years nUd until their SUCCCB.
sors may bo oppointcd, unless sooner ro-
movnl by tho Governor, ohaîl ConstitUto thc
Stuto Board of Exominors. Of this Board
tho StbtO Superintendent of Education
Bhull bo ex officio Chairman. Tho clerk of
tho State Superintendent of Education, ns
hereinafter provided for, shall bo olork ot
tho Stato Board of Exominors. Ho shall
bo custodian of its records, panoro and
cfFcots, nnd Ali all keep uii'uütcií or i ts pro¬
ceedings;- and said rocords, popors and
minutes shall bo kept in tho ofiioo of thc
Stato Superintendent of Education arid shall
bo open to inspection.

SKO. 2. That tho said board sholl meei
on thc ooll of its Chairman, or upon thc
request of a majority of its members, ut
tho'offiep; of tho: State; SûnjcrinïchdÔnltlol

Education, or at suoh other pince os woybo designated io the call. A majority of
tho board shall const Iluto a quordth for
transacting business.

SEO. 8. That tho offioial pool of tho Stato
Suporiutondont of Eduoatiou shall bo used
for tho authentication of tho acts of tho
Stato Board of Examiners.

SEO. 4. That tho Stato Board of Exami¬
ners shall constitute uu advisory body with
whom tho Stato Superintendent of Eduoa¬
tiou shall have tho right to consult when
ho is in doubt as to his oQioial duty; and
shall havo power to review all decisions of
tho County Boards of Examiners, as herein¬
after provided for. Appeals to tho Stato
Board of Examiners must bo made throughCounty boards of Examiucrs in writing cud
must distinctly sot forth tho question of law
as well as tho fucts of the caso upon which
tho appeal is tauen, and tho decision of tho
Stato Board shall bc fi nul upon thc matter
in i sue.

SEO. 5. That tho Stato Board of Exami¬
ners shall havo power:

1st. To adopt rules and regulations not
inconsistent with thc laws of tho Stato for
its own govorumcot and for tho government
of thc free public schools.

2d. To prcsoriboond enforco rules for tho
examination of teachers.

8d, To prescribo a Etendard of proficiencybeforo county boards of examiners which
will cn ii ile persons examined by such boards
to certificates os teachers.

4th. To prescribe and enforco tho course
of study iu tho free public schools.

Otb. To prescribo and enforce os far os

practicable tho usc of a uniform series of
text books in tho freo publio schools, ex¬
cept in tho city of Charleston: Provided,That thc Stato Board of Examiners shall
not have power without permission of tho
General Assembly of tho Stato to chango u
toxt book within five years (rora tho dato of
its adoption. ..

Gib. To grant tcoohors' Stato certificates,
and to revoke them for immoral or unpro¬fessional conduct, profanity or evident unfit¬
ness for teaching.

7th. To roview ou oppool au order revo¬
king u county certificate.

SKC. G. That thc Stato Board of Exami¬
ners shall, during thc first week in May and
tho first week in September of each "year,
and at such other times as may be necessary,
examine all persons who may maka applica¬
tion as to their qualification for teachingschool iii this State- and that to every personof good moral character who passes a satis
factory examination tho board shall issue a
certifioato of qualification, to bo sigucd byits Chairman, which certificate sholl authur
izo tho person to whom it is given to teach
in any of tho free public schools of this
State in which his or her services may bc
desired by thc trustees of tho school in
which ho or sho may nuilee application to
tench, without further evidence of qualifica¬
tion. Said certificates shall bc valid for thc
term of two years, unless sooner revoked,
and they may bo rcnowed with or without
examination nt thc discretion cf thc State
Board of Exominors. Notico of thc meet¬
ings provided for in this Section sholl be
given in nt least two daily newspapers pub¬
lished in this Stato.

SKC. 7. That a Stuto Superintendent of
Education shall bo elected ut each general
election in tho samo manner as other Stato
officers, who shall cntor upon tho duties of
Iiis offico at thc time prescribed by iaw.

SEO. 8. That ho shall, beforo entering
upon thc duties of his office, give bond for
tho uso of tho State of South Carolina io
thc penal sum of fivo thousand dollars, with
good and sufficient sureties, to bc approved
by the Governor, conditioned for the faithful
and impartial performance of tho duties of
his office; and ho shall, also, at thc time of
giving bond, take and subscribe tho onth
prescribed in Section 30 of Articlo II of tho
Constitution of tho Stntc, which oath shall
bc endorsed upon tho back of said bond,
and tho bond shall bo filed with and pre¬
served by tho Secretary of State.

SEO. 9. That tho Stoto Superintendent
of Education shall receive aa compensation
for his services tho sum of two thousand
dollars por onnum, payable monthly out ol
tho Stato Treasury.

SEO. 10. That he shall havo general
supervision over all tho free publio school
of tho State, and it shall bc his duty to visit
every county iu tho Stoto, for tho purposeof inspecting the schools, awakening ntl
intorcst favorable to tho causo of education,
and diffusing as widely na possible by public
addresses and personal communication with
sohool officers, teachers and parents, r

knowlcdgo of existing dofects and of desi-
rablo improvements in tho government nod
instruction of tho said sohools.

SEO. ll. That ho shall secure, by nod
1 with tho ndvioo ol tho Stato Board of Ex¬
aminers, uniformity in thc uso of toxt boole
throughout tho free publio sohools of thc
Stato, and sholl forbid tho uso of sootsrinr
or partisan books and instruotion in saic
schools.

SEO. 12. That ho sholl proparo one
transmit to tho sovoral County Sohool Com
tnissionersschool registeis, blank certificates
reports and suoh other suitablo blanks
forms and printed instructions os may bi
necessary to aid sohool officer's' ond teacher;
in making thoir ropo'ls and carrying int«
full effect tho various provisions of tin

?' sohool laws of this Stato; and shall cnusi
tiio law's relating to tho free publio sohools
will) suoh rules, regulations, forms lind in¬
structions os' shalt bo legally prescribed, t<
bo printed, together with a suitablo indox

i in pamphlet form, by tho poison authorize«
to do tho'Stato printing, at tho expenso o

; tho Stator'- and ho shal( oauso| copies Of til
V. fiiibúr lt» bb' transmitted to tho Govern

County Öoliool Commissioners for distribu»
lion.

SEO. 13. That lt shall bo (ho duty of tho
State Superintendent of Education to oollcot
in hie ofQoo such sobool books, apparatus,
maps and aborts as can bo obtained.

SEO. 14. That copies of all pnpors filed
in tho oflioo of tho Stato Supcrintoudont of
Eduoation and his official acts may bo cot ti¬
lled by him, and when so certified shall bo
evidenoo equally and in like manner as tho
original popers.

SEO. 15.' That tho Stato Superintendentof Eduoation shall submit iu h'm annual
report a statement of his official visits during
tho past year.

SEO. 10. That ho shall make a roport
through tho Oovcruor to tho Qcnoral As¬
sembly at each regular session thereof,
showing:

1st. Tho wbolo number of persona that
attended tito freo common schools of the
Stato during tho year ending tho thirty-first
doy of tho last preceding August, and the
number in each ccuuty that attouded duriug
tho same period.

2d. The number of whiten ot each sex
that attended tho said schools, and the
number of colored of each sex that attended
tho said sohools.

3d. Tho number of freo publie schools
in tho Stato.

4th. Thc number of pupils that studied
each of tho branches taught.

6th j Tho average wages paid to teachers
bf each sex.

6th. Tho number of school houses erected
during thc year, and the looation, material
and cost thereof.

7th. Tho number previously erected, tho
material of their o instruction, thoir condi¬
tion and value, and tho number with the
grounds enclosed.

Sib. Tho counties in which teachers1
institutes woro held uud tho number that
attended tho institutes in each county.

Otb. Suoh other statistical information as
ho may dcoui important, together with such

glans ns ho may havo matured and tho
tote Board of Examiners may havo ro-

commcndcúj£>r the management and im¬
provement of thc school fund, and for tho
moro perfect organization and efficiency of
tho freo public schools.

10th. Tho uumbor and oost of books
furnished to caoh County School Commis¬
sioner.

SEC. 17. That thc sum of nino hundred
dollars bo allowed; tho Superintendent
of Educatioo fur tho purposo of defraying
tho oxpon8csof clerk biro in his office.

SEO 18. That thc Stato Superintendent
of Education shall take and hold iu trust
for tho State any grant or deviso of lands
nnd any gift or bequest of money or ot li er
personal property mado to him for educa¬
tional purposes, oud shall poy into the Stato
Treasury, for safe keeping and investmont,
rill moneys and incomes from property so
received.. Tho Stato Treasurer shall from
timo to time invest nil such money in thc
naroo of thc Stato, and shall pay to
tho State Superintendent of Education,
on tho worrnot of tho Comptroller Gen¬
eral, tho inoomo or priucipal thereof
as lio shall from timo to timo require:Provided, That no disposition shall bo
mado of any grunt, devise, gift or bequestinconsistent with tho conditions or terms
thereof. For tho faithful uinnagemcnt of
all properly BO received by tho State
Treasurer, ho shall be responsible, upon his
bond, to tho Stato ns for other funds
received by him in his official capacity;
Provided, however, That tho Trustees of
any school district of thia Stato may take
and hold in trust for their partioular school
distrot any grant or deviso of lands, and
any gift or bequest of money, and apply
tho samo in tho interest of tho sohools of
their district in such manner ns, in their
judgment, BOCUIB most conducive to the
welfare of tho schools, when uot othorwiso
directed by Iho terms of the said grout or
doviso, gift or bequcel: And provided fur¬
ther, That before said Trustees shall assume
control of any such grant, ddviso or bequest
thoy shall givo a bond, to bo approved by
tho Board of Examinera of tho county in
which such grunt, doviso or bequest is
made, said bond to bo deposited with thc
Clerk of thc Court of said county. Thc
said Trustees aro hereby invested with tho
oaro and custody of all school houses, sitos
or other property belonging to tho Stale
Superintendent of Eduoation within the
limits of their jurisdiction, with full powoi
to control tho samo iu such manner as thoy
may think will best subscrvotho iotorost of
thc free public schools and thc causo of cdu
cation, subjcot to tho oontrol of tho Stale
Superintendent of Education.

SEO. 19. That tho State Suporinton-
doutof Education shall discharge such ot hoi
duties'aa may bo providod by law; and he
shall deliver to hiu successor, within ton
days aftor tho expiration of bia term of office
all books, popers, documents and othoi
property belonging to his office.

SEO. 20. That in onse of vaoanoy in th<
offioo of Stato .Superintendent of Eduontiot
or his failuro to qualify, tho Qovornor ehnl
appoint, with tho advice and oonsont of thc
Scnato, a porsou to fill suoh vaoanoy, who
shall qualify within fifteen days aftor hit
appointment,and shall continuo in ofilo<
until tho next onsuing general election;'om
should tho porson so appointod fail to qualif;within tho timo speuifiod, suoh failuro shat
oronto a vaoanoy.SEO. 21. That thoro sholl bo olootcd ii
caoh county, at caoh gonorol election,
School (Joni mission or, who shall hold hi
oflioo until his Buooesaor is elected am

qualified. Ho shall, boforo entering upoi
tho duties of his efl]oe, givo bond ta.Ul
Sta lo, for tho USC of tho county' in which h

ia olcotcd, for educational purposes, in tho
penal sum of ono thousand dollars, with
good and sufficient sureties, to bo approved
by tho County Commissioners, conditioned
for tho faithful and impartial disobargo of
tho duties of his offioo.

SEO. 22. That on or beforo tho first day
of January neqt succecdiog tho dato of his
elcotion, be shall tako and subsoribo tho
oath of offioo presotibed in Scotion 80,
Artiolo ll, of the Constitution of this State,
which oath ho shall filo in tho offioo of th«
Clerk of tho Court of tho county in whioh
ho was elected, and shall immediately onter
upon the discharge of bis duties; and upon
his failure so to do, or if for any other
causo tbore should be a vaoanoy in tho
offioo, tho Governor shall appoint a person
to fill suoh vaoanoy, who sholl qualify with¬
in fifteen days after bis appointment, and
shall continuo io office until tho time pre¬
scribed for filling said office by eleotion, as
herein provided; and should the person so

appointed fail to qualify within tho
timo spcoifàud, ouoh failure shall oréate a

vacancy.
SEO. 23. That it shall be tho duty of

caoh County School Commissioner to visit
tho schools in his jurisdiction as often as

may bo practicable, and to note the course
and method of instruction and the branches
taught, and to give such recommendation
in tho art of toaohiog and the method
thcroof, in eaoh sohool, os shalt be necessaryand expedient, so that uniformity io the
course of studies and method of instruction
employed shall be secured, as far as praoti-
cablc, in the schools of tho several grades
respectively. Ho shall acquaint himself,
as for as practicable, with the character
and condition of each sohool, noting any
deficiencies that may exist, either in tho
government of the sohool or the classifica¬
tion of its pupils, or the method of instruc¬
tion employed in the eoveral branches, and
shalt make suoh suggestions, in private, to
tho teachers na to bim shalt appear necessary
to the good order of the sohool and the
progress of tho pupils. Ho shall note the
character and condition of the sohool
houses, the sufficiency or insufficiency of
tho furniture, and shall make such suggos
tiona to the several District Boards as, in
his opinion, shall seem conducive to the
comfort and progress of the several sohools.
It shall be the duty of each County Sohool
Commissioner to aid the teaohera in all
proper efforts to improve thomcolves in their
profession. For this purpose ho shall on
oourago tho formation of associations of
teachers for common improvement. Ho
shall attend tho meetings of suoh associa¬
tions and give such advico and instruction
in regard to their oonduot and management
os in bis judgment will contribute to their1
greater efficieuoy.

SEO. 24. That ho shall, on or beforo tho
first day of Ootobor, eaoh year, forward to(
tho Stato Superintendent of Eduoation au
extended report, containing an abstract
of the reports made to bim by the Tarions
school officers and teachers in his connty,
and sbowiug the condition Of the schools
under his charge, suggesting such improve-
menta in the sohool system as he 'nay deem
useful, and giving such other information
iu regard to the practical operation pf the
free public sohools and laws relating thereto
as may bo doomed of public interest. Ho
shall also inolude in his report such other
matters as shall be directed to report by the
State Superintendent of Eduoation.

SEO. 25. That should he fail to make
tho annual report required in the preced¬
ing Scotion, he sholl forfeit to the sohool
fund of his county ono fourth of bis com¬

pensation for that year.
SEC. 20. Th»t ho shall at all timon con¬

form to the instructions of tho State Super¬
intendent of Education as to matters within
thc jurisdiction of said Superintendent.
He shall serve as the organ of communica¬
tion between the said State Superintendent
and school authorities. Ho shall transmit
to sohool officors or teachers all blanks,
circulars and other communications whioh
aro to thora directed.
SEC 27. That he shall annually, on tho

first day of February, or as soon os practica¬
ble, thereafter, apportion tho income of tho
County sohool fuud among the several school
districts of his connty in proportion to the
average number of pupils attending the
freo publie sohools in eaoh district, and ho
shall certify snoh apportionment to the
CouDty Treasurer.

SEC. 28 That eaoh County Sohool Com¬
missioner shall reçoive suoh compensation
as tho County Board of Examiners, as
hereinafter providod for, moy allow bim,
not to exceed tbrco dollars a day, to be
determined by the County Board of Exam¬
iners, for each day actually employed in
tho disobargo of bia offioial duties. His
claim for sorvioes shall be presented in the
form of an aooount against tho County
Board of Examiners, and shall be vorified by
affidavit to the offoot that said aooount is
just and truo, that the nervi oe thorin
named was honostly and faithfully rendered
and that tho sum therein claimed is right¬
fully duo and remains unpaid. Whon said
aooount shall have boon duly audited apd
approved by the County Hoard of Ex'amio*
crs, it shall bo filed with tho County Treas¬
urer who shall pay tho same ratablv out of
tho funds apportioned to the several sohool
districts in proportion to tho avorage mun-
bor of children nttonding the free publio
sohools in each sohool distriot: Provided,
That tho County Board of Examiners shall
determino tho outnbor of days in eaoh year
in whioh SAld County Sohool Commiesioner
may labor in tho performance of tho duties
required of him: Provided, furthir, That-
tho, Dumber,of days io eaoh and ovory year
for whioh said compensation nhall bo nl

lowed sholl ia no oaso oxocod two hundred
days, except oxeopt ia Charleston County,'where tho number of days shall not exceed
three hundred. < In deoidiog tho number
of days for which oaoh County Sohool
Commis8iouor sholl bo allowed compensa¬tion io oaoh and every year, and ia making;tho 08scssmont on each sohool district, as
provided for in this Sootion, tho CountyAuditor shall, as a mouther of the Hoard,
aot io tho piuco of tho County Sohool
Commissioner; and it shall bo tho duty of
said County Board of Examiners to certify
to tho County Treasurer tho amount ns-
sossod on oaoh school district.

SEO. 29. That it shall bo tho duty of tho
Couuty Boards of Examiners and of tho
Boards of Trustees, as hereinafter provided
fur, to seo that in every sohool under there
oaro there shall bo taught, as far os practi¬
cable, orthography, reading, writing, arith¬
metic, geography, English grammar, history,of tho United StatCB, and of this State,
morals and good bohavior.

SEO. 30. That there shall bo in cadi
oounty a Board of Examiners, composed
of tho County Sohool Commissioner (whoshall ex officio, be chairman,) and two other
members who shall bo appointed by tho
State Beard of Examiners end shall hold
office for tho term of two yooTs from tho
time of their appointment and until their
säooessors shall be qualified, unless sooner
removed by the State Board of Examiners;
but DO person sholl bo appointed a member
of the County Board of Examiners wi.o is,
not competent to tench a first grado
school, It shall bo tho duty of tho oounty
Board of Examiners to examino all candi¬
dates for thc profession of teacher, and to
givo to oaoh person found qualified a certifi¬
cate setting forth the branches of loaming
he or she may bo oapablo of teaching, such
examination to be renewed every year; and;
DO teacher shall bo employed io any of tho
free public schools without a ccrtifioato
from the County Board of Examiucrs or tho
State Board of Examiners. »

SEO. 31. That tho County Board of
Examiners shall meet at least twioo a year,
at snob places and at suoh timos as tho-
County Sohool Commissioner shall appoint; .

that the County Sohool Commissioner shall
be Chairman and Clerk of tho Board, tm'd
shall keep a fair record of their proceedings,
and a register of the Dame, ago, sex, color,
residoDoe and date of certificate of caclij
person to whom a ccrtifioato is issued, and
in oaso a oortifioate bo oanoclcd, shall moko'
a proper entry of tho same; and tho said
board shall havo power to rovoko any ccrtifi¬
oato granted by them; for immoral or un¬

professional conduct or evident unfitness
for toaohing.
